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‘No motive’ as man 

POLICE have said that they will step up patrols 
around the Racecourse after a 51-year-old man 
was stabbed on Tuesday night. 

He received serious injuries after being knifed 
in the stomach but is said to be stable in 
Northampton General Hospital. His condition is 
not life threatening. 

The victim called police saying he had been 
attacked and stabbed by two men behind the 
Pavilion Restaurant. 

He said a black-handled kitchen knife was used 
but police have said that at this moment they 
have not recovered the weapon and no arrests 
have been made. 

Detective Sergeant Gemma Hutchings said: “In 
light of information we have ascertained, we are 
sure this is not a case of a knifeman being on the 


stabbed in stomach 

loose in the Racecourse area. The man was 
walking to his address after visiting friends. No 
robbery took place and there was no apparent 
motive for the attack.” 

Chief Inspector Fay Tennet added that officers 
would be on the Racecourse today talking to 
residents and anyone walking through the park. 

She said: “Serious incidents on the Racecourse 
are thankfully few and far between and when 
they do occur they tend to make the headlines. 

“The Racecourse is a safe area to visit but 
common sense would suggest that walking 
across a large dark open space at night is not a 
sensible option when there are alternative routes 
available which are well lit and more populated.”

Groups pledge to fight 
plan for 12,500 homes

PROTEST groups and MPs have united 
“Against the destruction of Northampton” as 
plans reveal more than 12,500 new homes are 
to be built in the town. 

The proposals were announced this week by 
the West Northamptonshire Joint Planning 
Unit (WN JPU). 

It will see a total of 21,000 homes built in the 


region by 2026, added to the 29,000 that have 
already been built or granted planning permis¬ 
sion since 2001. 

These include 1,000 homes in an area 
between Moulton and Overstone, 1,000 in 
Boughton, 3,500 houses near King’s Heath and 
another 2,000 in Upton and South 
Northampton. 

Groups are already planning to demonstrate 
against the new homes after a successful cam¬ 
paign in 2009 saw proposals for development 


to the south of Northampton scrapped. Roger 
Kingston, chairman of the Northants 
Residents’ Alliance, said: “We will have MPs 
and residents supporting this cause and 
protesting over what is effectively the destruc¬ 
tion of Northampton. 

“How long will it take before these organisa¬ 
tions realise these monolithic housing blocks 
do not create communities? 

“It’s perverse that after a successful campaign 
to get the homes away from the south, that they 


are now being built in the north and east of the 
town. 

“We will be telling the residents there that the 
last campaign was successful and we will be 
successful again.” 

One of the main issues surrounding so many 
new homes is a fear that infrastructure, such 
as roads, schools and doctors’ surgeries will 
not be able to cope with the increased 
pressure

AN MEP has defended 
himself after making 
controversial comments 
on Twitter about therapy 
for gay people.

Mr Helmer defended his 
comments on the BBC 
and said: “I am always 
surprised by the instant 
indignation of a strident 
minority. 

“I am making a compar¬ 
ison between a lifestyle 
choice of a homosexual 
who would prefer not to 
be a homosexual and a 
lifestyle choice of a 
woman who would prefer 
to be a man. 

“All I am saying is that 
homosexuals have a 
right, if they want to do 
so, to seek professional 
counselling and advice -1 
have not suggested 
homosexuality is some¬ 
thing that needs to be 
cured.”

from thousands of new residents. 
However, David Atkinson, the head of the 
WN JPU has allied those fears by claiming 
the plans will not go ahead without the 
right improvements to the town’s facili¬ 
ties. 

He said: “New planning laws mean that 
if the infrastructure is not included into 
the application the developments will 
not take place.” 

Michael Ellis, MP for Northampton 
North, will be looking closely at these 
claims made by the WNJPU. 

He said: “They have said on the record 
that these developments will only take 
place with the necessary infrastructure. 

“We will be watching them to make sure 
that is the case.” 

Mr Ellis also attended the marches in 
2009 and believes that these new applica¬ 
tions do not fall in line with the new 
Government’s planning policy. 

He said: “I was on the march in 2009 to 
protect the villages and I will be doing the 
same again, as these new homes go 
against everything we have been dis¬ 
cussing in the localism bill.” 

Andrea Leadsom, MP for South 
Northamptonshire has also said she is 
furious over the plans for wasting taxpay¬ 
ers’ money. 

She said: “I’m infuriated by these plans. 
We had a debate on the localism bill in 
the House of Commons on these issues 
earlier this week and the WNJPU is cur¬ 
rently going against what the new bill will 
bring in. 

“This is top down planning, with no 
consultation with local people or com¬ 
munities. 

“These unelected bodies are continuing 
to take a salary and not considering new 
legislation, which will prevent these 
plans from happening. 

“This has been yet another case of wast¬ 
ing taxpayers’ money.” 

However, not all the MPs in the area are 
against the new homes. 

Brian Binley, MP for Northampton 
South, has welcomed them as he feels 
they are far more realistic compared to 
the 69,000 homes initially designated for 
the area. 

He said: “The original plans thought up 
by John Prescott, to create thousands of 
homes south of Northampton, have gone 
and for that we can be grateful. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised to see this new 
number decreased because of the cur¬ 
rent state of the housing market, howev¬ 
er I think these new proposals have clear¬ 
ly been thought through. 

“Potty Prescott’s plans can finally be rel¬ 
egated to the files of history.”

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Tenants hit out over 
‘too late’ repair plans

RESIDENTS in Thorplands have 
said that attempts by a council to 
repair their homes are ‘too late.' 

Northampton Borough Council 
has started to send letters out to 
people living on the estate to explain 
that their homes will be brought up 
to the decent living standard. This 
includes refurbishing kitchens and 
bathrooms. 

However, some residents feel that 
this is too late after 25 years of neg¬ 
lect by the authority. 

Rose Winfarrah, who lives on 
Midfield Court, said: “I got a letter 
from the council saying I was going 
to be getting a new kitchen but they 
are too late. 

“I already had a new one fitted a 
few years ago because I couldn’t 
cope with what I had. 

“I have been living there for 25 
years and not once have I been 
contacted by the council about 
repairing the house.” 

Her 83-year-old mother, Rose 
Black, who also lives on Midfield 
Court, has also had work done on 
her house by her family after 28 
years of living there. 

“I had my door changed, to double

glazing and my son has redecorated 
for me. 

“I’m lucky that my family look after 
me but there are so many people on 
this estate that don’t have anyone to 
sort out these things.” 

Councillors at the borough council 
discussed the issue of bringing the 
homes up to a decent standard but 
admit there is a backlog of housing 
that needs to be addressed and 
blame the Labour and Conservative 


party for not doing more when they 
were in power. 

Cllr Brian Hoare, leader of the 
council, said: “We inherited a back¬ 
log of council houses which were 
not up to decent homes standard. 

“As each year passes the number of 
homes not meeting that standard 
increases as the houses age and are 
not upgraded with either new 
kitchens or bathrooms. 

“So unless the housing authority 
has an ongoing kitchen and bath¬ 
room replacement programme the 
houses will not meet decent homes 
standards. 

“From 1991 to 2003, Labour ran the 
council and made no effort to tackle 
this problem.” 

He added: “The Conservatives 
when in office between 2003 and 
2007 spent money on an abortive 
“stock transfer” scheme, although 
they did spend some money under 
the decent homes standard but had 
not prepared a plan for beyond 2007 
so when we came to power there 
were no new plans in existence to 
improve council house standards.” 

The council has however put in a 
bid to the Homes and Communities 
Agency for decent homes backlog 
funding to help improve more 
homes.

Council’s working hard to maintain standards for tenants 


I WOULD like to correct the substantial 
inaccuracies contained within the letter 
from A .Hiam published in the Herald & 
Post on Thursday, January 13. 

First of all, the proposals to regenerate 
the Eastfield and Thorplands housing 
estates was part of the council’s overall 
drive to improve the standard of council- 
owned homes in Northampton and 
although a vocal section on these estates 
did not want the PFI scheme that was 
proposed, many local residents do still 
want the estates improved and the Liberal 
Democrat administration remains com¬ 
mitted to improving housing standards 
and, where possible, the local environ¬ 
ment. 

Secondly, concerning Northampton 
Borough Council’s housing department 
and the length of time it takes for proper¬ 
ties to be relet - our performance in the 
last financial year was 24 days, making us 
one of the best councils in the country for 
re-occupying empty homes. 

Current performance is 26 days but our 
target is to be back down to 23 days by 
April. 

With regards to the Homeswap scheme, 


which aims to help tenants downsize, I 
can tell your correspondent that, far from 
not working, more than 50 households 
have been able to move from large homes 
into more suitable, smaller accommoda¬ 
tion over the last 12 months. 

Their assertions about Rillwood Court 
are also wrong. 

Your correspondent should know that 
we do not own all the properties in 
Rillwood Court. 

Of those we own, only one is empty and 
has only been so since Christmas. 

We do carry out regular tenancy audits 
however, to check that the lawful tenant is 
living in the property and we shall 
concentrate on Rillwood Court over the 
coming months. 

I can assure your correspondent that we 
have 12,500 council homes and work very 
hard to ensure that we are constantly rais¬ 
ing standards for our tenants, improving 
the quality of our service and providing 
family homes that any one of us would be 
happy to live in.

I’m not banging the drum 
because I have children who 
would benefit from this 
three-18 co-educational 
all-ability school. 

I’m merely championing 
the cause because I believe it 
is exactly what East 
Northants needs as parents 
and students in increasing 
numbers are unable to get 
into a school of their choice. 

At a time when we are 
bombarded by reports of 
declining standards of 
discipline and achievement 
in schools, the opportunity 
to get our shoulder behind a 
proposal that has high 
attainment, good behaviour 
and excellent teaching as its 
foundation stones should be 
praised. 

As an ex-headmaster of a 
school that was proud of its 
traditional values and high 
standards and valued its 


links with parents and the 
community, I know what can 
be achieved. 

If the academic ethos is 
right, the environment is 
calm, there is mutual respect 
and you have good-calibre 
staff and committed parents, 
you will succeed. 

Schools should rise to the 
challenges that lie ahead and 
staff should instil those 
values that will continue to 
be invaluable years ahead. 

It’s about clear learning 
objectives for all students, 
teaching that creates and 
sustains interest and 
motivation and allowing 
children to learn without 
condemnation. 

Sybil Marshall, the great 
educationalist, once wrote 
'education must have an end 
in view because it is not an 
end in itself’. 

The proposed E-ACT Free 
School in Northampton 
keeps in view what could be 
achieved. 

We should lend our voice to 
the campaign today.

Our priority has been to fix 
the large bursts but smaller 
leaks are a priority too, and 
we are dealing with them as 
quickly as we can.

A BIRTHDAY has prompted a 
woman to complain to Royal 
Mail after she received cards 
sent to her from Australia 
before those posted from 
Northampton.

Although she admits that 
receiving birthday cards late is 
only a little inconvenient, hav¬ 
ing regular late post could 
have more serious conse¬ 
quences.

“Royal Mail handles 68 mil¬ 
lion items of mail each day 
and therefore cannot track 
individual items so it is often 
difficult to explain why an 
item did not arrive by the tar¬ 
get of next day delivery for first 
class mail.”

THE Lib Dems have issued a 
scathing attack on plans to scrap 
Northamptonshire Police 
Authority, asking ‘why fix some¬ 
thing that isn’t broken?’ 

The plans, made under the 
Coalition Government, would see 
an elected police commissioner 
representing a political party, 
replacing the Authority. 

Liberal Democrat councillors at 
Northamptonshire County and 
Northampton Borough councils 
have announced that they are 
working together to oppose the 
plans for the elected post. 


Cllr Brendan Glynane, the 
Liberal Democrat leader of the 
opposition at the county council, 
spoke at the borough council 
meeting on Monday and will 
speak again on the issue at the 
next county council meeting. 

He believes that the move will 
cost taxpayers £750,000. 

Cllr Glynane, a member of the 
Police Authority, said: “Why fix 
something that isn’t broken? 

“The police performance has 
been improving, yet the 
Government proposals are that 
we should spend an additional 
three quarter of a million pounds 
in Northamptonshire which 
could be diverted to frontline 


policing. To get a scale of this, 
£750,000 is enough money to 
employ 43 police officers for a 
year. 

“Given the size of the financial 
black hole left by the last Labour 
Government every penny of 
public money needs to be spent 
wisely. 

“Bobbies on the beat are much 
more important to the public. 
That’s where the money should 

go- 

“Northamptonshire Liberal 
Democrats want to give our 
police the resources to tackle 
crime, rather than gimmicks like 
a directly elected police commis¬ 
sioner.”

A MAN is in hospital after suffer¬ 
ing what police have described 
as a ‘serious puncture wound’.

ONE of the final stages of the 
Northampton Marina will start 
to be built today. 

A 24-metre bridge will be moved 
over Becket’s Park as the structure 
is put into place across the River 
Nene. 

The bridge will allow construc¬ 
tion materials and machinery to 
cross the river onto the park’s 
island and forms the first phase 
in the building of the new mari¬ 
na’s facilities building. 

A 200-tonne telescopic crane 
will be used to manoeuvre the 
bridge into position so that work 
can begin. 

The brick and timber clad 
building will house the marina 
manager’s office as well as wash¬ 
rooms and a laundry for boaters, 
along with waste disposal 
facilities. 

Planning permission was 
granted in August last year for an 
environmentally-friendly build¬ 
ing and it is expected to be up 
and running in July. 

The site will be open to boats at 
Easter although facilities will be 
limited to water and electricity 
supplies until the new building is 
completed. 

Paul Arnold, of the 


Environment Agency, is project 
manager for the marina develop¬ 
ment. 

He said: “The facilities building 
will form one of the last pieces of 
a jigsaw which has seen a former 
boating lake transformed into a 
modern marina. 

“Northampton Marina will help 
to put the town on the boating 
map and the sight of this long 
structure being swung into posi¬ 
tion by a very large crane should 
be very impressive.” 

Roger Mendonca, West 
Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation’s chief operating 
officer, said: “The marina will be 
at the heart of a new beginning 
for Northampton’s waterfront. 

“We are pleased the final phase 


of work has started. Development 
of the waterside area is one of 
several exciting town centre proj¬ 
ects that WNDC is delivering in 
support of Northampton 
Borough Council’s vision for the 
town.” 

Councillor Trini Crake, the 
borough council’s cabinet 
member for environment, said: 
“In the last 12 months, we have 
seen the riverside at Becket’s Park 
transformed as the new marina 
has taken shape. 

“This is a really exciting project 
and will be a real asset to the 
town. 

“We are now entering the final 
stages of work and I cannot wait 
to see the marina filled with boats 
when it opens later this year.”

A WOMAN is making the 
ultimate sacrifice to a friend 
in need. 

Sharon McMurray, from 
Towcester, is donating a 
kidney to her best friend in 
order to save her life and stop 
her having to use dialysis 
three times a week. 

Tracey Aspin has Lupus, an 
illness of the immune system, 
and has also had kidney fail¬ 
ure in the past. 

They have been friends 
since they first met through 
dance classes when Sharon 
was 11. 

Tracey has since set up her 
own dance school in Milton 
Keynes and Sharon runs the 
Towcester Tea Rooms. 

Since fanuary 2010 Tracey 
has been on dialysis three 
times a week, prompting 
Sharon to take the decision to 
donate a kidney as she knew 
they were the same blood 
type. 

The operation was due to 
take place last week at John 
Radcliffe Hospital in Oxford 


but was cancelled last minute 
because of medical complica¬ 
tions with Tracey’s condition. 

Mrs McMurray said: “I was 
sitting in my gown and we 
were ready to go. 

“It was literally five or ten 
minutes before we were due 
in and the doctors decided 
not to do the operation 
because Tracey had low blood 
platelets and the operation 
was cancelled. 

“It was very frustrating, 
especially for Tracey, who is 
now back on dialysis for a 
month until the new opera¬ 
tion date. 

“I think she had a real mixed 
bag of emotions but she is still 
excited to have the opera¬ 
tion.” 

The surgery has now been 
scheduled for February 14 
and the hospital is confident 
the procedure will take place. 

Meanwhile Sharon is calling 
for more people to register as 
organ donors. 

She said: “I think that more 
people should carry organ 
cards and register to donate 
because there are so many 
that go to waste.”

Seven arrests as surprise 
visits carried out by cops

TWENTY-ONE warrants were executed 
across Northamptonshire as part of the 
latest Operation Guardian high impact 
day. 

Police officers focused their attention on 
Northampton and Wellingborough last 
Thursday as they carried out visits on 
addresses throughout the day. 

As well as warrants, officers took part in 
covert patrols during the evening in areas 


where serious acquisitive crime, that is 
burglary, robbery and vehicle crime, has 
recently been taking place. 

A team of officers were also involved in 
an operation stopping vehicles that were 
being driven illegally or believed to have 
been involved in criminal activity. 

The Force’s Safer Community Teams 
were also heavily involved, taking part in 
reassurance visits to those areas where 
warrants were executed to speak to 
people about Operation Guardian. 

They also re-visited victims of crime to 


speak to them and asked people about 
what their policing priorities are. 

Superintendent Ivan Balhatchet said: 
“Operation Guardian continues to be a 
success in both targeting known offenders 
as well as reassuring people that we are 
taking action. 

“We executed 21 warrants and found low 
levels of cannabis in six of the properties. 

“We also found what we believe to be 
stolen goods at another property. 

“As a result seven people were arrested 
and four cannabis warnings were issued.”

Fewer crimes 

PARTYGOERS in 

Northampton enjoyed one of 
their safest festive seasons, 
thanks to the work of the 
police. 

The Force’s ‘Operation 
Nightsafe’ helped to reassure 
revellers in the town centre. 

Cops focused on the town 
centre every Friday and 
Saturday between November 
26 and December 31 and 
found that there were 49 
crimes recorded, compared to 
53 in the same period last 
year. 

As part of this operation, 
officers tackled alcohol sales 
to those who were drunk as 
well as underage drinkers. 

It found five cases of sales to 
under 18s following visits to 
24 off licences and three sales 
from visits to 23 pubs. 


said: “Although the number of 
drink-drive arrests is down 
from last year, it is hugely 
disappointing to see that 
almost a hundred people 
risked their lives and the lives 
of others, by getting behind 
the wheel under the influence 
of alcohol.” 

He added: “Once again 
around 30 per cent of the 
arrests were young drivers 
aged between 17 and 24, yet 
they represent only 11 per cent 
of all licence holders in the 
county. 

“Friends and family must help 
us to get the message out to 
the county’s young drivers that 
drinking and driving can not 
only cost lives but a conviction 
can result in a criminal record, 
substantial fine and losing your 
licence as well as your job. 

“This campaign also saw the 
number of ‘morning after’ 
arrests increase compared to 
last year and it would appear 
that many people still don’t 
realise you can be over the 
limit the morning after 
drinking. 

“Officers carry out breath 
tests throughout the year, not 
just at Christmas and at all 
times of the day and night. 

“Any amount of alcohol can 
impair your driving, even if you 
are below the legal limit, so we 
would advise that the only true 
safe drink drive limit is none.”

“For the second year running we have 
qualified for the quarter finals of the 
Heineken Cup and that’s a good achieve¬ 
ment, but we’re ambitious and we want 
to do as well as we possibly can. We want 
to keep progressing in the competition. 

“We’ve had some good wins away from 
home this year in the European Cup. The 
win down at Cardiff and up at Edinburgh 
were hard, close-fought games, but when 


you get into the quarter finals that is 
when you are with the big boys. We’ll see 
when we get there.” 

This weekend’s results will also have 
consequences further down the line. If 
Northampton can maintain their place 
as one of the top two seeded group win¬ 
ners it would also mean that any poten¬ 
tial semi-final they are involved in would 
more than likely be held in England. 

But Mallinder is smart enough not to let 
himself or his team get distracted by 
those thoughts.

NORTHAMPTON Demons’ first taste of 
Challenge Cup rugby ended in triumph as 
they overcame Gloucestershire University to 
comfortably book their place in the first 
round of the tournament.

NEVER mind helping Northampton Saints secure a home quarter 
final in the Heineken Cup, Paul Diggin’s immediate concern is 
making sure that fellow winger Chris Ashton doesn’t keep stealing 
his trainers. 

Ashton was forced to miss Northampton’s 37-0 win over Edinburgh 
on Friday after suffering a quad injury in the Premiership defeat at 
Leicester Tigers, but has been making his presence felt off the field. 

As the dressing room joker, he has been causing havoc, although 
Diggin insists it is just all part of the fun and shows what a great at¬ 
mosphere there is in the squad at the present time. 

“The banter is fierce,” he said. “Everyone’s a bit worried at the mo¬ 
ment because Ashton is roaming around the changing rooms and 
you don’t know what is going to be written all over your locker. 

“I had my trainers tied up and taped to a wall - that’s how much 
time he has got on his hands, so he’s the practical joker. But the craic 
is brilliant at the moment and that’s from the top all the way down to 
the bottom.” 

Diggin has been through a lot with his hometown club since mak¬ 
ing his debut as a late replacement against Sale Sharks back in Feb¬ 
ruary 2004, including suffering the heartache of relegation to 
National League One in 2007. 

But the following season saw the Saints return to the top flight at 
the first attempt, winning every game and carrying off the EDF Na¬ 
tional Trophy with the former Northampton BBOB man grabbing 18 
tries during the campaign. 

That was the first season with director of rugby Jim Mallinder at 
the helm, and Diggin has certainly noticed the difference since he 
and his staff have taken over the reins at Franklin’s Gardens. 

He said: “I was at the Saints during some dark times and it was 
hard.

Swann knee blow for 
England’s 0DI hopes 


CRICKET 

ENGLAND have been dealt a blow after 
spinner Graeme Swann was ruled out for up 
to two weeks due to a badly bruised knee. 

The Northampton-born former Steelbacks 
star suffered a knock to his left knee while 
batting in the first Twenty20 international at 
Adelaide last week where England set a new 
world record for eight consecutive 
international wins in the format. 

The 31-year-old will miss tomorrow’s 
second one-day international in Hobart and 
may not return until the penultimate match 
of the seven-game series in Sydney on 
February 2. 

“He has got a slightly strangely deformed 
kneecap,” said England team director Andy 
Flower. “He got hit and it is badly bruised and 
it is quite painful so he won’t be playing in 
this game and might have to rest for 10 days 
to two weeks. 

“That does give [back-up spinner James] 
Tredwell the opportunity depending on 
whether we want to pick two spinners or not.” 

Swann has also been named in England’s 
final 15-man squad for next month’s ICC 
Cricket World Cup. 

Flower said: "With spin bowlers set to play a 
prominent role in this World Cup we feel we 
have quality and depth in Graeme Swann, 
Michael Yardy and James Tredwell who have 
all shown their capabilities at international 
level.” 

He added: “With this tournament being 
staged on the subcontinent the conditions 
will require a specific style of cricket and we 
feel that we’ve selected a squad that can 
prosper in these conditions. 

“Under the leadership of Andrew Strauss we 
certainly feel we have a squad that can make 
strong progress in this World Cup as we seek 
to add to the success of ICC World Twenty20 
from last year.”
